He 
returns highly delighted with his investiga- 
tions and very enthusiastic about the great 
Northwest and its prospects.

hen I have enjoyed myself as much. We had 

special train, and traveled the entire length 
Pacific from Winnipeg to its 
terminus, and thence through to.

ides this trip, | went over the entire extent 

t the Northern Pacific from St. Paul to Port- 
d. Iwas never so much impressed before 
with anything as I was with the greatness of 
the Northwest and its enormous possibilities. 

The broad prairies of Dakota and Manitoba, 

with their countiess miles of wheat-flelds, can 

alone feed this country of ours. They bid fair 
to become the granary of the world. In Mon- 
tana there is room for millions of sheep and 
cattle. I saw one flock of 14,000 sneep. They 
told me they, needed no shelter. but grazed the 
year round On the hillsides. As for cattie, they 
can be raised by the millions. There is no ex- 
pense attaching to it beyond paying the men 
who attend to them. They say it only costs $1 

a year to keep a steer. There are also in Mon- 

tana and Idaho enormous mineral interests, 

which only need developing to become a source 
of wealth.’’ 

Ho did you find the railroads?’’ 

“In splendid condition. The construction 
has been perfect. Both the Northern and Ca- 
nadian Pacifics are fully equipped with steel 
rails and the road-beds are well ballasted. I 
think they are fully up to the Eastern lines, 
They both have a great future befor’ them, It 
is certain that they will soon control the ship- 
ment of grain through their termini on Lake 
Superior—Duluth and Fort Arthur. I mean 
that the bulk of the grain, instead of being 
shipped via Chicago, will be sent by water 
over the lakes and either down the 
St. Lawrence to Montreal, or from 
Buffalo via the Erie Canal to New Vork. The 
cheapness of this mode of transportation 
makes its adoption certain. When I was in Du- 
luth I could have shipped wheat to New York 
by this route for five cents a bushel. How can 
the trunk lines compete with this? I am sorry 
to see it, for I am a director in the New York 
Central; but it is inevitable: Chicago will be 
affected as a grain market to that 
extent, but all passenger traffic and 
perishable freight will of necessity come this 
‘way, so that it will not be seriously injured. 
While navigation is closed on the lakes all ship- 
ments will naturally be made via Chicago." 

In conclusion Mr. Field said that he regarded 
the future of the Northern Pacific as excé@llent, 
and he thought the projectors of the enter- 
prise would be thoroughly vindicated. He 
found Oregon wild over Blaine, and the same 
feeling existed in Montana.

RESULTS OF THE © VISIT. 
REPUBLICAN SOLIDARITY BHOURED AND UN- 
PRECEDENTED ENTHUSIASM AROUSED. 

Crvcinnatt, O., Oct. 1.--[Bpecial.;—Like a 
born warrior, the Republican leader appears 
everywhere in the present-pdlitical contest in 
the forefront of the battle. Walle Vermont was 
getting in her crops Mr. Blaine had plowed the 
political furrows in Maine and planted for a 
harvest that ripened into a uct astonieh- 
ingly great. The October contests have since 
engaged hos attention, and he bas brought his 
magnetic presence and directing genius to 
serve the Republicans of Ohio as he served the 
party in his own State. Thore were divided 
opinions as to the wisdem of a visit 
to Ohio. ‘There is only one @pinion as to the 
practical political results amd effect.

A TRYING DAY. 
MR. BLAINE BEARS UP AGAINST HEAT AND A- 
NOYANCES, WHILE OTHERS SUCCUMB. 

Crncinnats, O, Oct. 1.— It was 
planned to have this day so arranged that Mr. 
Blaine might get some rest. A number of his 
party have been made ill by simply following 
in the wake of the demonstrations of the last 
two days. while’ Mr. Blaine appears to have 
stood the wear better than any of his associ- 
ates, although he has had to bear the brunt of 
the excitement and physical strain. People 
who are saying that Mr. Blaine is not strong 
should follow him for one week, and see 
bow he surpasses in endurance the strongest 
men about him. In planning for today 


it was arranged that there should be but one 


stop between Dayton and Cineinnati—at Ham- 
non. This is not a largo place, but as it is a 
strong Democratic town it was thought best to 
have Mr. Haine visit there. The people of 
Hamilton had planned a parade four miles 
long, and nothing would satisfy them but Mr. 
Blaine's presence at the bead of it for nearly 
an hour before the exercises upon the stand 
were finished. The day was terribly hot 
and close. Before Mr. Blaine went out 
the rtor of the car in brushing him 
off had identally hit him in the eye with the 
handle of his broom. This caused him severe 
pain, while the long ride in the sun, followed 
by a cheering crowd, was not well calculated 
to make his time pass pleasantly. Then there 
was prolonged delay in getting the special 
away. Several members of the Lincoln Club 
which came down to meet Mr. Blaine bad 
fainted from the heat and had to be cared for. 
The arrival at Cincinnati was therefore de- 
layed over an bour. The reception at this 
point was particularly flattering, as no regular 
preparation was made, the demonstration not 
taking place until tomorrow. But there were 
1,000 people about the station upon the mere 
chance of his coming in, and as be drove along 
the streets they filled almost as if by magic. 
He was the guest of the Exposition people this 
evening. He will remain here tomorrow. 


DETAILS OF THE JOURNEY. 
VISIT TO THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
Dayton, O., Oct. 1.—Mr. Blaine, accompanied 


by ex-Gov. Foster, Senator Frye, and others, 


was driven out at 9 o'clock this morning to 
the Soldiers’ Home, near this city. He was ro- 
ceived by the Gevernor of the Home, Gen. 
Patrick, and shown through the buildings and 
grounds. While he was inspecting the pretty 
music-hall a large body of the soldiers followed 
him in and began calling, “ Blaine, Blaine, 
Speech, speech.” Mr. Blaine thanked them 
for the kind reception they had given him, and 
remarked that the beauty and comfort which 
he saw around him in this the chief soldiers’ 
Lome in the country confirmed him in his opin- 
ion as to the good of these institutions and re- 
warded him for the part be had taken as a 
member of the Military Committee of the 
House of Representatives in their establish- 
ment. N 

In response to the calls of the veterans Gov. 
Foster made a few remarks: The soldiers 
cheered Mr. Blaine as he retired. Returning 
to Dayton Mr. Blaine entered his special car 
and proceeded on his journey ‘toward Cincin- 
nati. 

THE DEPARTURE. 

Hamiitow, O., Oct. 1.—While the train was 
waiting in the depot at Dayton several hundred 
men, women, and children gathered around it, 
trying to get an opportunity to shake hands 
with Mr. Blaine. He was in his private state- 
room, but they discovered him and crowded 

round the window. He shook hands with the 
jadies and children that could get near, but 
had to refuse to gratify the men, as his hands 
were getting sore from too frequent a repeti- 
tion of the operation. One of the ladies who 
spoke to Mr. Blaine was a native of the town 
in Pennsylvania where he was born. He 
seemed greatiy pleased at meeting her, and 
talked a few minutes about old times there. 
Then a pretty little girl who wanted to kiss Mr. 
Blaine was held up, and when he kissed her the 
people cheered. 

At Dayton the President of the Cincinnati 
Exposition and other gentlemen connected 
with it came on board, also a delegation 200 
strong frem the Lincoln Club of Cincinnati. 

At several small stations and at many of the 
farm-houses along the road the train was 
saluted as it passed with cheers and the waving 
of flags, and in reply to every such salute the 
Lincoin Club sent back a ringing cheer. 

The train barely stopped at Middletown, 
where there .was a small but enthusiastic 
crowd, 

AT HAMILTON. 

At 12:20 the train arrived at Hamilton. Here 
Mr. Biaine and party were driven through the 
town to a stand in front of the court-house, 
where there was a gathering of many thousand 
people. 

The Hon. H. L. Morey introduced Mr. Blaine 
as the most distinguished representative of the 
American flag. The great crowd cheered hearti- 
ly and repeatedly. When order was restored 
Mr. Biaine said: 

„Gres OF OnIO: It is now forty years 
since the question of protective tariff engaged 
the attention of the American people as pro- 
foundly as it does today.

CINCINNATI, O., Oot. 1.—[Special.]—The com- 
ing of Blaine has attracted a good many stran- 
gers to the city and trebled the attendance at 
the Exposition, but the hotels are not nearly as 
crowded as on the occasion of the Cincinnati 
parade two weeks ago. There were 20,000 peo- 
ple in the Exposition buildings @ one time to- 
night. Mr. Blaine was there for three hours, 
and for a tired man seemed to take a good deal 
of interest in what he saw. The crowd of stran- 
gers will probably increase tomorrow with the 
coming of Logan, and the torchlight parade 
tomorrow night win be, if the weather 
is good, a gigantic affair. A dispute arose at 


Hamilton between the Exposition Commission- 


ers and the politicians as to who should take pos- 
session of Mr. Blaine upon the arrival of the 
train in this city. A special train had carried 
the Lincoln Club, the Young Men's Blaine Club, 
the German Pioneer Club, and the  Bieventh 
Ward Club to Hamilton, all in uniform and 
with bands of music. It was the intention of 
the politicians that these clubs should act as 
an esoort to Mr. Blaine, but the Exposition 
Commissioners objected to the arrange- 
ment on the ground that he was their 
guest for the day, and they wished to take him 
quietly to his hotel and thence to the Exposi- 
tion, leaving whateyer political demonstration 
might be proposed for tomorrow. But the 
politicians insisted on a demonstration en route 
from the depot to the hotel and some hot 
words passed. Judge Foraker, who has been 
with Mr. Blaine for some days, stepped in with 
the assertion that he would settle the dispute, 
which he did by placing the Exposition Com- 
missioners in the background and allowing the 
politicians full sway. The crowds along 
the line of warch were res and 
sufficientiy enthusiastic. As Mr. Blaine's 
carriage passed the post-office corner, a ringing 
and prolonged shout went up, which reminded 
the older spectators of the cheer greeted 
Lincoln at that very corner when he was on his 
way to Washington for his first inauguration. 
Arriving at the Burnet House Mr. Blaine briefly 
addressed the crowd from the same portico 
that was occupied by Charles Dickens when 
here, and James Buchanan, Andrew Johnson, 
Lincoin, and Hayes. Horace Greeley also spoke 
from the same place when campaigning in 1872. 

The suite of rooms to which Mr. Blaine is as- 
signed have been occupied by royal personages, 
noted singers, and distinguighed persons with- 
out number. 

MR. BLAINE’S REMARKS. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 1.—In the multitude 
which received Mr. Blaine today were many 
workingmen. At 6:30 Mr. Blaine was escorted 
by the Reception Committee, of which Mr.

W. P. Canaday of North Carolina was in Wash- 
ington today, He is taking an active part in 
the campaign in his State, and ho expresses the 
opinion that there is a good prospect of Re- 
publican success as far as the National ticket 
is concerned.

vote the Demo@ratic State ticket. Respecting 
the Congressional canvass, Col. Canaday's be- 
lief is that the Republicans will certainly carry 
the First and Second Districts, and that they 
have more than‘’an even chance of winning in 
the Third, Sixth, and Ninth Districts. There 
would be little doubt of it, he says, if some 
good Northern speakers could be sent to the 
State. 
VALUABLE LABOR STATISTICS WANTED. 

Nearly two months ago the fact became pub- 
lic that a very important document prepared 
at the State Department was bemg put in type 
at.the Government Printing-Office, and its pub- 
lication at-ap early day was announced. it is 
understood that the type-setting was com, 
pleted and the proof corrected several weeks 
ago, and some surprise and no little impatience 
are Manifested because the cocument is not 
forthcoming. It comprises reports on labor 
and wages from the Consular officers of the 
United States in the various countries of Eu- 
rope, together with a comparison of the wages 
in those countries with wages in the United 


States inthe same branches of industry. It goes 


without saying that the immediate publication 
and circulation of this document would be of 
great public benefit in view of the general in- 
terest in the subjects of which it treats and the 
contradictory statements and assertions which 
are daily published in the hope of influencing 
voters. Secretary Frelinghuysen has been ab- 
sent from Washington a long time, and without 
his permission the document cannot be made 
public. As he is not a long distance away, and 
presumably is not overwhelmed by a pressure 
of official duties, it would seem practicabie to 
‘have the report sent to him for examination 
and returned with permission for its publica- 
tion. 

THE LAND-GRANT RECORD OF HENDRICKS AND 

VOORHEES. 

The Democratic leaders in the West, notably 
Thomas A. Hendricks and Daniel W. Voorhees, 
are having a good deal to say just now about 
land-grant monopolies. In view of the charges 
which they prefer against the Kepublican 
party, it may not be without interest 10 see 
what the truth of history is as to the record of 
Mr. Hendricks, Mr. Voorhees, and other Dem- 
ocratic leaders upon that subject. An exam- 
ination of the Congressional Globe for 1864 dis- 
vloses the fact that the 3lst day of May the bill 
granting to the Northern’ Pacific Railroad its 
enormous subsidy of 46,000,000 acres, being 
four times as much as had ever before. been 
given to any railroad company. passed tne 
House and received the support of BDauie] W. 
Voorhees of Indiana. Among the other Demo- 
crats who supported the ineasure were: Allen, 
Eden, and Knapp, of Illinois; Baldwin, of 
Michigan; Coffreth, Lozear, and Moallister, of 
Pennsylvania; Donnelly, of Minnesota: Nld- 
redge, of Wisconsin; Noble, of Ohio; Odell and 
Steele, of New York; Steele, of New Jersey ; 
and Swett, ot Maine. The 27th of June the bill 
passed the Senate without dissent. Mr Hen- 
dricks participated in the debate. in favor 
of. the bill and against -londing it 
down with ‘amendments. There was no 
record vote in the Senate. During the 
same ~ session of Congress, June 25, 
the bill which doubled the grant ot the Union 
Pacific Hoad, and which made the Govern- 
ment’s mortgage on that road a second mort- 
gage, passed the House. On that proposition 
Mr. Voorhees did not vote and was not paired. 
The 27th day of June the same bill passed the | 
Senate, also withput dissent, Mr. Hendricks be- 
ing then a member of that body.

The trustees of the 
National Association, at a meeting beid in this 
city two weeks ago, indorsed Cleveland, but 
that fa no indication’ of the action which 
the State Committee will take. That is the 
only action which the National Association has 
taken, and the only step it will take. The cam- 
paign work is done by the State associations, 
which work under the general guidance of the 
National organisation.“ 

„Are the brewers contributing largely to the 
campaign fund?” 

„We don’t expect to spend much money ex- 
cept for the distribution of campaign litera- 
ture, and enough has been contributed for this 


purpose already. For election purposes not a 


cent will be expended. The association does 
not believe in that sort of thing.“ 
THE PROSPECT IN OHIO. 

In regard to the campaign in Ohio, Mr. 
Wheatcroft stated that during the last week he 
had received roports from Mr. G. Thomann, 
who has been traveling about the State 


looking out for the interest of the 
brewers, which indicated that a great 
change of sentiment was in pregress there 


among the Anti-Probibitionists. The situation 
now was completely reversed and where the 
non-Prohibition strength was given in favor of 
the Democratic party last fall the Republicans 
were now wvetsing. that support, and would in 
all probability carry the State in Oetober. The 
cause of this surprising change of opinion 
was to be found in the fact that the Republic- 
ans had nominated for iocal offices in almost 
every instance men of liberal yiews and ex- 
treme popularity, while the Demovratic candi- 
dates compared very unfavorably with their 
opponents, and were generally men who were 
either unknown or very unpopular io their 
district. The Republigans learned a lesson last 
year by which they Wad profited. He antici- 
pated a Republican/ majority in October of 
about 20,000. The o ition to the Democratic 
candidates was in no case that he knew of 
owing to prohibition tendencies, but solely on 
personal grounds. The anti-prohibition party 
would undeubtedly support Cleveland in No- 
vember, and rumors were prevalent that a Re- 
publican victory in October meant a defeat for 
the same party in November. 
IN NEW YORK. 


C. A. Willis, who is one of the agents of the 
New York State Brewers’ Association, arrived 
in this city yesterday after a tour through the 
ceutral part of the State. His object had been, 
he said, to ascertain the strength as near- 
ly as. possible of the prohibition move- 
ment in this State. He found that in the 
Counties of Chautauqua, Niagara, Cattaraugus, 


Orleans. Geneseo, Ontario, St. Lawrence, Madi- 


son. Herkimer, Franklin, Cttnton, Hamilton, 
and Essex tne Prohibition party had estab- 
lished independent organizations and were go- 
ing to put a straight ticket in the field. It was 


impossible to estimate the exact strength of the - 


movement, but Judging from the dctivity and 
enthusiasm shown it was evidently greater 
than in 1880. The change during the. present 
year had been a very decided one, and had re- 
sulted in bringimg the Prohibitionists more 
compactiy together. He did not think, how- 
ever, that they would succeed in electing their 
candidates in any of these counties, unless 
they effected a fusion with either the’ Repub- 
licans or Democrats. 

- GATH'S LETTER TO THE * ENQUIRER.” 

New York, Sept. 30.— The New York brewers 
have a comparatively small contact with pub- 
lic opinion. The brewers in the West come 
more directiy inte the channel of American 
thought. I am acquainted with several of the 
New York brewers, and they have a notion un- 
questionably that prohibition in the Western 
States bas something to do with the Repubiican 
party, and max presently strike the large inter- 
ests n New York. On the other hand, the 
Western brewers are careful about removing 
from their present standpoint on National 
questions, less the large mass of voters might 


In the next uncertainty and in the feeling of 


resentiment march over to the Prohibitionists. 

The New York brewer thinks the Repubiican 
party is the seat of prohibition. The Western 
brewer is wondering whether there is anything 
between him and prohibition if he turns the 
National power over to the Democracy. 

Now, there is probably not the least chauce 
for a National @rohibition party. unless the 
Southern States should insist on putting this 
question to the front as the only question 
which socially has concerned them since 19876, 
when they regained their States from Hayes’ 
Administration. 

The New York brewer sells nothing in the 
South, which section is supplied by great trains 
of cars laden with beer going out of St. Lovis 
and by shipments down the river from the 
breweries of Cincinnati, Aurora, Toledo, Co- 
lumbus, etc. The New York brewer has the 
greatest beer field on the globe and he makes 
the cheapest kind of beer. 
with his limited newspaper reading and political 
information is Prohibition starting up some- 
where and liabie, he thinks, to catch him some 
day. He is for fighting on the frontier, but the 
man Sut yonder on the frontier is not so ardent 
for the battle. It is very much like the ballad 
of Macaulay at the taking of the bridge in 
Rome: 

And those behind cried forward.“ 
And those in front cried back.“ 

The beer question in the Western States bas 
reached its present proportions through a 
want of those restrictions in the trade which 
would have conserved it and prevented hos- 
tility. Resistance to even mild regulations 
naturally stirred up that Puritan spirit which 
will be alw ays sensitive about what is on top. 
Consequently, in New York City the only ex- 
citement on the liquor question is among the 
beer brewers. Throughout the interior of the 
State there is a Prohibition element variously 
estimated at from 20,000 to 35,000 votes. But 
it is. a singular fact that the Prohibitionist and 


the brewer are band in hand at the present 


moment. One or the other is going to be de- 
ceived.

ST. JOHN’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 

St. John has again brought himself to 
public notice by issuing a formal letter ac- 
cepting the Prohibition nomination for Pres- 
ident. The whole force of this document, if 
it ean be credited with any such quality as 
force, is directed against the Republican 
party. The reason is plain. St. John was 
elected Governor of Kansas for two terms by 
Republicans. His party and the people of 
the State tired of him, but he declined to re- 
tire. He -wgnted a third term. If he had 
got that he would probably have demanded a 
fourth, and goon. He succeeded in securing 
the nomination by machine methods in de- 
fiance of public sentiment, and he was 
beaten by 8,000 votes, though the remainder 
of the Republican ticket was elected by about 
40,000 majority. 

There was no mistaking the nature of this 
rebuke. St. John accepted it as a personal 
insult, and vowed vengeance against the Re- 
publican party. It is to work out his per- 
sonal revenge that he is today running as the 
Prohibition candidate for President (to draw 
off votes from Blaine) and abusing the Repub- 
lican party in his Sunday as well as week- 
day harangues. That is the true inward- 
ness of the God and conscience” he in- 
vokes so freely. He is nothing more nor less 
than an embittered sorehead and a willing 
tool of the Democratic politicians, and at 
every public appearance he makes, whether 
in person or by letter, he and his motives 
should be set down at their real value. 

St. John’s letter is not worthy of exanjina- 
tion in detail, but there is one point which 
will serve to show his injustice and insincer- 
ity. He declares that the people of the 
United States are assessed a thousand million 
of dollars per annum for intoxicating drinks 
in order to yield the Government a revenue 
of only eighty millions. This statemept is 
false and misleading in every particular, It 
is not true that the people are assessed $1 
for the consumption of liquor—they drink or 
abstain from drinking, as they please; 
and they would continue to do so if the Gov- 
ernment tax were removed, with the differ- 
ence that they would probably consume 
more liquor if it were made cheaper by re- 
lieving it from taxation. In the next piace, 
the $80,000,000 colleeted by the General Gov- 
ernment is not the only revenue yielded by 
the liquor traffic, as St. John intinjates. 
Local Goverumel collect probably as 
much more; the City of Chicago alone 
collects a milligfi and a half a year, and 
thereby restricts the traffic to a considerable 
extent, St. John has deliberately suppressed 
this important feature ef taxation. In the 
third place, when he talks of protection“ 
of the American people from the liquor 
traffic he knows that he is talking nonsense. 
What could he do to thatend if he were 
elected President and were honestly to strive 
for the doctrine he now preaches? Abso- 
lutely nothing. The regulation or prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic is purely a local mat- 
ter and a thing for State legislation alone. 

The truth is, that a National campaign on 
the basis of prohibition is a farce. Nobody 
knows it better than the malicious soréhead 
St. John. The constitutional jurisdiction of 
Congress over the liquor traffic is confined to 
the ‘Territories and the District of Columbia. 
And long before the Constitution can be 
changed taking away control of the liquor 
traſhie from the States and conferring it on the 
Feder al Government, all the Territories will 
be admitted as States. Thus Congressional 
interference in the liquor traffic is practically 
confined to the District of Columbia. It is 
not necessary to elect a third-party Prohibi- 
tion President or Prohibition Congress to es- 
tablish prohibition in Washington, Congress 
will do that, whatever its politics may be, 
whenever public sentiment demands it. 
Nothing else could be accomplished except 
by amendment of the United States Con- 
stitution, which requires a two-thirds vote 
of Congress and the ratification of three 


ing absolutely nothing to do with it, not even 
possessing the veto power in such a case. 
Unless there is a reasonable prospect of eleet- 
ing Prohibitionists to two-thirds of all the 
seats in both Houses of Congress, and carry- 
ing three-fourths of all the States on that 
side issue next November, it will be useless 
and foolish to vote for St. John, beeause, 
even if his prospects for election were brill- 
iant, he would be utterly powerless. Unless 
the people who vote for him shall be actu- 
ated by the same motive which governs him 
the desire to elect Cleveland, and injure the 
Republican party, and defeat the Republicah 
ticket-—-they will throw away their votes 
merely to gratify St. John’s personal spite. 


Gov. Cleveland is to visit his Buffalo home 
teday. ‘The visit was announced a week 
in advance in order that the Democrats 
might ‘‘improvise” a grand revéption. 
Cleveland goes only to be received, and time 
was necessary in order that there should be 
no lack of crowd, enthusiasm, and spontane- 
ity on the occasion, All Western New York 
is being scoured to contribute material for 
this ‘“‘ impromptu” demonstration, and the 
Democratic managers are straining every 
nerve to obtain for Cleveland in his own 
home as imposing a reception as was given to 
Blaine in Buffalo one day last week on twen- 
ty-four hours’ notice. 

Blaine’s visit at Buffalo was of a very dif- 
ferent kind. He passed through there on 
his way to Ohio. His trip through New 
York lasted only two days, and the route was

CON FESSION OF THE POOLS. 

All the raijroad pools in the country are 
demoralized. East and west of Chicago the 
railroads are cutting rates. Passenger rates 
are down and freight rates aredown. There 
is an eager competition between the com- 
panies to get business at the reduced rates. 
‘‘Tronelad agreements” are melting like 
snow in May. There are grave apprehen- 
sions that. unless the great transportation 
Moguls now sitting in conclaye in New York 
can hit on some new terms of compromise 
the pools will go to pieces. 

There is a confession in these facts. It is 
a confession that the pools have been charg- 
ing too much. The railroads are run, as Van- 
derbilt not long ago sententiously remarked, 
„to make money.” ‘Their managers would 
not be racing with each other to get busi- 
ness at these lowéred prices if they were los- 
ing money by doing so. 

The law of common carriers requires the 
railroads to charge only a reasonable price; 
their practice is to get all they can. They 
call it charging all the traffic will bear.” 
Their pool tariffs are made up on this prin- 
ciple. When the Erie Canal closes with the 
descent of winter, the railroads invariably 
advance their rates; when spring opens the 
canals down come railroad exactions. When 
the Eastern markets for Western breadstuffs 
and the Western markets for Eastern mer- 
chandise are ative at good prices the pools 
screw up their rates to the highest point 
possible, and when business subsides they 
keep up the extortion as long as they can. 

No matter how hard the times were, nor 
how far below the cost of production the 
prices of wheat and corn might go, the pools 
would never voluntarily reduce their rates. 
They are struggling now almost with desper- 
ation to prevent the cuts by which they are 
being brought down. Fortunately for the 
public, there is always some member ot the 
confederacy wha cares more for himself than 
for the pool, and who will, when shipments 
begin to fall off, bid for business by offering 
to take less than the combination price for 
freights. It is that which is going on now 
among the pools.| Railroad rates have been 
pushed up by the pools in the past to a point 
which in these hard and dull times is an ab- 
solutely prohibitory export tax on the ship- 
ment of Western produce. The managers 
of the pools insist that these unreasonable 
rates should be upheld. But there are 
shrewd and pushing traffic-men among the 
roads who know that they can make money 
by hauling wheat, and corn, and oats, and 
hogs, and cattle, and grass-seed, and every- 

thing else at rates. considerably lower than 
those established by the cupidity of the pools, 
and they have cut and cut until rates are get- 
ting down to somethmg like a fair price. But 
no one need believe the talk about the reduc- 
tions being ‘* ruinous.” ‘The last man in the 
world to do business for nothing is a railroad- 
man. 

It will be a railroad mistake and a public 
misfortune if the efforts of the railroad Pres- 
idents now in session in New York to re 
establish high rates should be a success. The 
railroads have during the fat years been tax- 
ing the farmers rates high enough to pay in- 
terest on the bonds that represented the cost 
of the roads and full dividends on the bogus 
watered stock, Now that the farmer and the 
manufacturer are selling their products for 
less than cost of production —leuving nothing 
for investment—the railroads must bring 
down their rates or take the risks of the 
farmers holding back their crops. The lowest 
deut“ rate is high enough for times like 
these. A taste of what may be in store for 
them is suggested by the applause with which 
Gen. Butler is greeted as he goes about the 
country eiphering out that the real cost of 
moving freight is only a mill, or the tenth of 
a cent, a mile, The pools would do well to 
temper their rapacity with diseretion.

The De Kalb District. 

The Republicans in the Seventeenth Sena- 
torial District, composed of De Kalb, Kendall, 
and Grundy, have nominated three candidates 
for the Lower House in the next General As- 
sembly.

A PROPOSAL TO CONNECT THE BALTIC WITH 
THE BLACK SRA. 

Lonpow, Oct. 1.—[Special.}—A very ambi- 
tious project for theimprovement of the water- 
ways of Europe is under consideration at Vien- 
na and Berlin. The proposal is to connect the 
Biack Sea with the Baltic by means of a canal 


extending from the Danube to the Oder River. | 


The proposed tine of the canal is from a point 
on the Danube Kiver near Vienna through 
Moravia and Austrian and Prussian Siberia to 
i point on the Oder not far from Breslau, which 
is now the head of navigation of that river. The 
distance in a straight line is about -200 miles, 
but the length of the canal would be largely in- 
creased by the natural difficulties of the coun- 
try and by the necessity of making wide de- 
tours to find practicable passes through the 
Sedutic Mountains. The estimated cost is 
70,000,000 florins, or about $100,000 per mile of 
completed canal. The canal would afford a 


, water highway directly across the centre of 


Europe, thus cheapening transportation be- 
tween the maritime cities of Germany and Aus- 
tria. It would aiso, according to the state 
ments of its promoters, traverse many districts 
“which are rich in mineral deposits, and make 
their development easy and profitable.

PARALYSIS AND APOPLEXY. 
CHANFRAU, THE ACTOR, IN A QORITICAL cox 
DITION. 
New York, Oct. 1.—[Speciat. |}—Frank Chan- 
frau, the actor, was suddenly attacked by a 
stroke of paralysis early this evening while he 
was at dinner at Taylor’s Hotel. Jersey City. 
A fit of apoplexy supervened, and his condition 
is regarded as very critical He came 
from his cottage at Long Branch to 
City 
Academy of Music, playing Kit in the 
Arkansaw Traveler.” Monday night the 
prompter noticed that in the scene where Kit 
draws a knife on the villainof the play Mr. 
Chanfrau was unable to articulate for ten sec- 
onds. The news of John McCullough’s iliness 
also greatly depressed him, and he was heard 
to remark: “I suppose it's my turn next.“ 
Still, he was apparently in good health this 
morning, and attended the rehearsal. He took 
dinner in the dining-room of the hotel in com- 
pany with his sister-in-law, Miss Mary Baker. 
He gave his order to tde waiter 
and then picked up an evening! paper to read. 
Suddenly he fell out of his chair to the floor, 
and when those present rusbed to assist him 
they found that he was unconscious. He was 
carried to his room and Dr. John McGill of 
Jersey City summoned. The doctor, after an 
examination, declared that Mr. Chanfrau was 
paralyzed on the right side of his head 
and body. The fit of apoplexy followed. Ata 
late hour tonight Mr. Chanfrau was still un- 
conscious, and Dr. McGill said that he would 
be likely to remain in that condition for some 
time, and that there was but little hope of his 
recovery. Mr. Chunfrau's son Henry is with his 
father. Mrs. Chanfrau, who is at present in 
Boston, has been telegraphed for. The per- 
formance at the theatre had to be omitted, and 
Mr. C. W. Tayleure, Mr. Chanfrau’s manager, 
and the company are greatly affected by the 
veteran actor's illness. 


[Frank Chanfrau is about 65 years old. He was 
brought up in New York City, aud in his younger 
days was a member of an engine company.” He

THE ENGLISH SPARROW. 
HE IS A NUISANCE AND MUST BE SUPPRESSED. 

New York, Oct. 1.—(8pecial.|—The Orni- 
thologists’ Union listened this morning to the 
report of the Committee upon the English 
Sparrow, which was presented by Dr. J. B. 
Holder of this city. The report was based 
upon the returns to a circular letter of inquiry 
sent to agriculturists and skilled observers 
in different parts of the United States and 
Canada. Less than a year was given for ob- 
servation, and the returns were not as full in 
every particular as they would have been had 
the period been longer.- No returns were re- 
celved from any State west of the Mississippi 
River. The conclusions of the ¢ommittee may 
be summarized as follows: 

The sparrow is able and willing to destroy 
various crops of grain and fruits, and in large 
numbers to threaten very seriously the hus- 
bandry of agriculture and horticulture. By 
the enormous increase of the sparrows many 


native insectoverous birds have been forced 
away from the public parks; as an introduced 
foreign species it has cuused a disturbance 


in the economy of bird Ute; the 
most serious feature in the status 
of the bird is the possible danger it 


may accomplish in the great wheat-fields of the 
West; the enormous increase of this bird yearly 
must very soon result in furnishing ample num- 
bers for that purpose, and this subject thus as- 
sumes proportions of immense gnd serious im- 
portance. In conclusion the committee make 
the following suggestions: 

That u report embodying the results of its 
investigations be sent to every legislative body 
in the United States and the British Provinces; 
that Legisiatures be at once asked to fix a pen- 
ality for the sale or introduction of the bird, 
the penalty to be as severe as possible, 
and that -all protective laws affecting 
the sparrow be repealed; that) measures for 
lessening the numbers of the birds wherever 
they have become a nuisance beat once taken; 
such measures to be in the hands of the 
authorities; all facilities for protecting and 
feeding to be denied, the birds being thus put 
on an equal footing, at least, with native birds. 
The report was accepted and sent b to the 
committee to complete.

SOUTH-AMERICAN TRADE., 
JOHN ROACH BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 
New Yor«, Oct. 1.—At today’s session of the 
South American Commission were present

William H. De Forest, « highly respectable resi- 
dent of Rockford, and father-in-law of Mrs. 
Alive De Forest. Iwo years ago Will De Forest, 
son of the gentleman; moved with his wife, 
formerly Miss Alice Larkin, to Stewart, Neb. 
There they became known to a sleek sort of 
The latter 
toll in with a daughter of a wealthy man of the 
above city and they were married. Hudson 
spent all the money he could get and finally 
went back to Freeport, III., and there corre- 
sponded with Mrs. Alice De Forest. Hudson 
soon left Freeport, and for a long time nothing 
was heard of him. In the meantime it ap- 
peared that Mrs. Alice DeForest and Hudson 
were corresponding, the letters being of a ten- 
der nature. A little less than two years ago a 
telegram was sent to the Nebraska people stat- 
ing that a man named Hudson had been killed 
by the cars in Indianapolis. 

f ENTER ‘ SQUIRES.” 

At this stage of the history Hudson drops 
out of sight and apparently fillg an unknown 
grave. Shortly. after the supposed death of 


Hudson gere comes to light a second person, 


who figures in this story as J, B. Squires. He 
1s first heard from at Peorla, where he married 
a woman of some means. Her money is 
handed over to her husband and melts 
away, the wife is, obliged to find work, and 
Squires gets ber a position as sewing-girl in 
the asylum at Bloommgton. He becomes ac- 
quainted with a young girl who possesses 
about $300, and they leave Bloomington to- 
ecther, although unmarried. A week they 
live together, when Squires draws all the girl's 
money and deserts her. Apparently the $300 
was soon spent, and Squires had to resort to 
some means of securing more. 

3 A PACKAGE OF LETTERS. 

His plans are related in a letter written to 
Will De Forest of Rockford, shown to the re- 
porter by the above gentlemaa's father. The 
epistie, in substanop, stated that the writer, 
Squires, had met on thie road a man named H. 
M. Hudson; that the latter had been injured, 
ana was delirious, and that Mr. Squires had 
watched at bis bedside and beard bim rave 
of a lady he called Allie in a manner that 
made him think the sick man and Allie had 
been very intimate. The letter then goes on 
ta state that Mr. Squires took from Mr. Hudson 
a large package of old letters addressed in a 
feminine band for fear they should fall into 
the bands of strangers; that he carried them a 
long time in the bope of meeting Hudson, and 
then learned that Hudson was dead or lost 
simht of; that he then opened the letters and 
found that they were of rather a compromising 
cbaracter. Therefore Squires thinks that Mr. 
De Forest would like to get them, as they were 
written by his wife. Mr. Squires would part 
with them for a consideration, and wanted Mr. 
De Forest's figures for them. 

W. H. De Forest of this city sent back to 
Squires five postage-stamps and told him to 
send the letters to Rockford. An answer came 
back returning the stamps, and saying that be 
could not part with the letters unless paid for 
them. 

AN INDIGNANT FATHER. 

Then Squires tried to work Mr. Oliver Larkin, 
living five miles from Rockford. He wanted 
$100 for the papers, which the old gentleman 
refused, writing that all he would give him was 
aleaden ball through his heartif he ever set 
eyes upon him. 

FACE TO FACE. 

When Mrs. De Forest returned from the West 
she went to Belvidere and there received a 
i¢tter trom Squires stating that he would moet 
her a certain day atthe Julian House in re- 
gard to some letters she had written to H. M. 
Hudson. The lady immediately wrote to her 
husband to come. He reached Belvidere soon 
after, and the whole story was laid before him. 
Then husband and wife, on the appointed day, 
went to the Julian House, and there, to their 
astonisbment, stood before them Hudson him- 
self, whom they supposed dead, in the person 
of J. B. Squires. What passed between the 


trio is not knows, but certainly not money, for 


the letters were still retained by Squires,"’ 
and he persisted in corresponding with Mr. 
Larkin. 

THE ARREST AND THE RELEASE, 

How their correspondence led to the arrest 
of the J. A. Harvey in Chicago by a letter 
reaching Fire-Marshal Larkin Tux TRIBUNE bas 
already stated.

The ears are large, well developed, and of good 
quality.

ZANESVILLE, O., Oct. 1.—[Special.j—Grand and

Drouth in New Jersey. 
TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—Reports 
from the rural districts of the State show the 
drouth to be doing terrible damage. In Mercer, 


‘Somerset, and Hunterdon Counties the ground is 


parched and cracking. The grass has wilted and 
the ungathered crops are withered. Great anxiety 
is felt by the farmers. ‘There is a great scarcity of 
water, and farmérs are carting it from. distant 
streams for their cattle and household use. In 
many of the large towns, such as Flemington and 
Somerville, the regular water supply is exhausted. 
Meagre supplies are being procured from the Rari- 
tan and its branches. Families are put on half 
allowance and the street-sprinklers haye been 


called in.

Louisiana Cane and Rice. 

LITTLE Rock. Ark., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—Reports 
from the cane and rice growing districts of Lou- 
i#tana are to the effect that rice-cutting is progress- 
ing without interruption. Although the rice is 
light and the crop short, the’ yield will turn out 


much better than cane or cotton. The growing 
cane is again threatened with another backset by 
cool weather, which will check its growth and pre- 
maturely -ripen it. It is four weeks smaller than 


usual at this time of year.

Harper law went inta force we have had but 
little drunkenness and 100 per cent better or- 
der than we had before. Before the law 
went into force there were upwards of 100 
cases of misdemeanors at each term of our 
County Court, a majority of which were for 
selling and giving away intoxicating liquor con- 
trary to law, to say nothing of the misde- 
meanors resulting directly and indirectiy 
from the liquor traffic: Our September term 
had only four cases on the docket for trial, 
not one of which was concerning the liquor 
traffic. A repeal of the Harper law would 
be considered by nine-tenths of the people of 
this county as a misfortune and a great mis- 
take of the Legislature. 
KANE COUNTY. 

Geneva, III., Oct. 3.—[{Special.]—Fully $50,- 
000 in revenue is derived from the operation of 
the Harper law in the various towns of this coun- 
ty; and in view of the fact that saloon license 
in nearly all the towns bas heretofore ranged 
from $100 to $300, and of the probability that 
it would again be placed at those figures in 
case of the repeal of this law, it is safe to say 
that fully $20,000 would be lost to the county 
if the law was stricken from the statute and 
taxation increased to that extent. There is 
but one opinion bere relative to the matter— 
outside of those directly interested in the liq- 
uor business and their coborts—and that is that 
this is a most excellent law, and that its work- 
ings have been of great benefit, not only in 
raising a large sum of money for public vur- 
poses and to that extent relieving the burden 
of taxation, but the lowest class of saloons 
have been wiped out of existence, and saloons 
generally have never been so decently con- 
ducted as now. The improvement is most 
especiaily marked in the cities of Aurora 
and Elgin, where not only has the 
number of - saloons been diminished, 
but drunkenness and disorder is 
far less common, and saioonkeepers are mak- 
ing evety effort to keep drunkards and minors 
out of their places through fear of the conse- 
quences. The intelligent Sentiment here is 
strongly against any movement looking to the 
repeal of the Harper law. 

SALINE COUNTY. 

Harrissvra, III., Oct. 1.—|Special.|—The 
amount of revenue derived from saloons in 
this county under the Harper law is 83.500, 
against $2,900 before its passage, and the num- 
ber of saloons is five less. It was the lower 
class of saloons that have been killed out—the 
kind which tolerated boy loafers and served as 
dens for the lawless classes—and those that 
continue in business are much more careful in 
their observance of the requirements of the 
statutes.

GAMBETTA’S LETTERS. 

Paris Letter to New York Evening Post: The 
public has just been deprived of the perusal of 
a series of letters which would undoubtedly 
have had an abiding charm by the sudden de- 
termination of the lady to whom they were 
written not to communicate them to the press, 
and thereby hangs a tale. Gambetta was 
for many years intimate with a lady much 
older than himself; a certain Countess, who 
maintained with him after he had reached the 
summit of power a long and careful cor 
respondence. After the great man’s death 
sho occasionally showed these letters to 
friends, who promised not to misuse them, 
as her relation to Gambetta had been 
purely an inteliectual one, and one of which 
she bad every reason to be proud. But the 
otner day a person who had received her 
promise to printextracts from these letters, 
when he called to claim the fulfillment of 
the promise, was informed that she had 
changed her mind. “Icannot give you 
these epistles,“ she said. Gambetta has for- 
bidden me to do 60.“ But, madame, said 
the visitor, only a fortuight ago you read 
portions of them to me and to others, and Gam- 
betta has been dead fora year. Since you have 
disobeyed him up to now, disobey him once 
more?“ “I have never disobeyed bim.“ re- 
plied the Countess. “nor will I ever do 60. 
It is only three days ago that Gam- 
betta told me not to publish his 
letters.“ Three days ago! but he has been 
dead for more than a year.“ * Thatis quite 
true, but he has appeared tome in a dream. 
He called to me and said, Burn all my letters,’ 
and in the dream I said, ‘No.’ But the next 
day I changed my mind, and have made one 
package of all the papers, and shall throw 
them into the flre.“ Then she added that the 
next night the voice came again, expressing its 
approval of her course, This relation of her 
dream, told by the lady with the utmost good 
faith, has provoked much gossip and many 
smiles in literary circiés.
